At a meeting of the directors of 
the Vulcan Agricultural Society held 
a few weqks ago, it was decided, for 
several reasons, to postpone the fair, 
which should have been held op. July 
31st, to a later date. One of the chief 
reasons for this was that, owing to the 
late spring it was thought that there 
would not be good exhibits of grains, 
grasses, vegetables, etc., and in fact 
so blue was the outlook that some 
were in favor of not holding a fair 
at all this year. However, in spite 
of the many drawbacks experienced 
at the beginning of the sea'son, the 
ciops have come along by leaps and 
bounds under the most favorable 
growing conditions and we have noth¬ 
ing more to fear on this account. We 
I will have the crop and we are going 
j to have the fair on Wednesday. Sep- 
I iember 22nd. and the most important 
I point now is to get the people of the 
\ town and district to join forces and to 
make the coming fair one of the most 
| successful ever held. 

it has been said in the different 
daily papers that the country fairs 
this year are having both better and 
larger exhibits than ever before and 
that the attendance also had increas¬ 
ed, which goes to show that the peo¬ 
ple of these districts have taken a 
deep interest in their annual fair and 
made it a great success, and in this 
connect.on there is no good reason 
why the Vulcan Fair should not'eqnal, 
if not surpass, these records of other 
points. As pointed out before, we 
have the crop and we also have the 
livestock, etc., to make a good exhi¬ 
bition, if only the farmers of the dis¬ 
trict will bring them in and show 
them. 'this, is an agricultural dis¬ 
trict and what better advertising can 
the farmer get than by bringing his 
exhibits to the Fair, thereby making 
it a success and have it heralded to 
the four corners of the earth. The 
Agricultural Society is offering, some 
liberal pri/.es for the different ex- 
j hibits and as an added inducement to 
get a larger show of fancy work,

The people in this 
district have suffered with us the 
past three years and had the same 
conditions to fight against this spring 
yet, when it came time to hold their 
annual exhibition, through tho enthu- 
siam and co-operation of every far¬ 
mer in tho district, they put on otie 
of the best exhibits of sheaf grams 
and grasses, flowers, house plants, 
fancy work, home cooking, vegetables, 
etc., 'to be seen in years and we are 
told by some of the judges, who were 
well known Vulcan people, that it was 
i real treat to be there and to note 
.he keen interest .taken by everyone 
m the different branches of the fair. 

The Vulcan Agricultural Fair has 
always held a reputation such as this

..ear. Co-operation is all that is ne¬ 
cessary, so let us all get together, as

paraging effect the presence of weeds | 
uas to grain crops, it is really beyond 1 
comprehension why all the farmers of 
khe province, instead of a few, do not 
try to eradicate them altogether from 
their land. There are some farmers in 
Myery community who farm good and 
try their best to keep their places 
clean, but these men are handicapped 
by others, sometimes neighbors, who 
do not care whether they grow weeds 
or grain, and as long as this situation 
exists the weed nuisance will become 
more and more aggravated every 
year. ; , 

A dirty farm is a menace to every 
farm in its vicinity in that the seeds 
from the weeds are distributed by the 
wind an dconsequently the whole dis- 
.rkt is infected by this one farmer’s ‘ 
negligence. The farmer who does"not 
try to keep the v weeds down on his 
dace fa, not observing ti>fe laws of the 
country, besides making himself a 
general nuisance to his neighbors and 
die sooner he takes this view- of the 
lituation the better it will be for him¬ 
self and all concerned. 

It may not be generally known, but 
he law permits of a fine to any per- 
,on allowing weedi to grow on his | 
and and for the benefit of our read¬ 
ers we reproduce paragraph 4 of the 
Provincial Noxious Weed "Act, which 
is as follows: 

“Every owner or occupant shall de 
stroy all noxious weeds on the rands 
ie owns, occupies, or has the right I 
o occupy, on the area between the j 
aoundaries of the said lands, and the j 
center line of all contiguous roads or 
oad allowances, arjd if he makes de- 
fault in so doing he shall be l^ahle on 
summary conviction before a Justice 
of the Peace to a penalty of no f less 
than $5.00 and not exceeding $ 50.00 
and costs.” 

RAILWAY RATES 

Once more the queston of freight 
rates is belore the Kailway Commis- 
sion at Ottawa, and business men in 
entering upon fresh undertakings 
1 must consider the poss.biiity of a 
serious increase in tire cost of trans¬ 
portation. The Canadian Railway 
Association, which represents all tue 
important lines—public as well as pr,- 
\ale—in the Dominion, asks that a 
general increase of 30 per cent be 
authorized. 

Hie reason for the request, as set 
lorth in the application, is that rate, 
advances granted in August, 1918, 
have proved entirely rnaoeqquate to 
meet the constantly increasing cost 
of labor, coal and other material re¬ 
quired in railway opeiat.on. It was 
estimated that the increases in r„tcs 
granted in 19j"8 would provide forty- 
three million dollars of additional 
revenue. The increase of wages 
alone has added eighty million dol¬ 
lars a year to operating costs. The 
rising prices of fuel, rolling stock 
and all other supplies add materially . 
to the expenditures on operating ac- j 
count. „ 

That some increase of rates has 
become inevitable was made clear by 
the financial statement of the Domin¬ 
ion government railways submitted 
at the recent session of parliament, 
ihe country railways' taken as a 
whole, are no longer providing reven¬ 
ue enough to operate them, apart al¬ 
together from making any contribu¬ 
tion toward the interest on the capi¬ 
tal invested in the roads by the Na¬ 
tional Treasury and private bond¬ 
holders. , 

Considering that fresh wage in¬ 
creases, approximating $600,000,000 
a year, are imminent on United States 
railroads, and that the net earnings 
of the C.P.R. ure down close now to 
its moderate dividend requirements, 
the justice of a rate increase applica¬ 
tion will be generally granted. The 
ordinary increases in expenditures 
may not justify a 30 per cent increase, 
but at least some relief seems war¬ 
ranted. • ♦ 

HOW GERGE VIEWS IT 

Sir George Foster, M.l,’., for Noith 
Toronto, in acknowledging the receipt 
of a demand from the G.A.U.V. that 
and the other representatives Oi 
the Toronto ridings resign their seat 
in parliament, has refused to comply 
with the request. In his letter he 
says: 

“1 have my own idea of the services 
I owe to my constituency and the 
country, and I must be allowed to per¬ 
form them in the manner I think 
most conducible to the public interest. 

“The constituency gave me a man¬ 
date for the legally constituted term 
and not for a fraction thereof. I an. 
inclined to think that such a mandate 
should not bo disregarded on the 
grounds that you mention. 

“As to my work in support of the 
war, my record is well known. While 
regretting that it does not meet with 
your unqualified approval,; it is still 
open to me to hope that there are 
soldiers and citizens in Canada who 
may think differently. It may be

The tree planting car. under the di- 
leetion of Mr. Archibald Mitchell, was 
in Vulcan on Thursday last, ar.d al¬ 
though it had not been advertised as 
much as it might, owing to the late 
arrival, of advertising matter, yet a 
fairly large audience assembled to 
hear Mr. Mitchell, who is an authority 
on tree planting, and get first hanu 
information. Trees are a great asset 
to both the farm and. town property 
and it is to be hoped that more will 
be planted bfc- the property owners ol 
Vhslcan-in th*e near future. After the 
lecture, Mr. Mitchell went to the re¬ 
sidences of Mr. Roy Walker, Mr. Geo. 
Buck and Mr. A. M. Trail, where trees 
have been planted, and gave some ad 
vice as to the pruning and manage¬ 
ment of same. Following is Mr. Mit¬ 
chell’* lecture: 

Mr. Mitchell strongly advocated 
the planting of Caragana as a hedge 
or windbreak on farms or in town. 
It is a native of Siberia and can stand 
our climatic conditions better than 
many other bushy plants. The time 
for pruning Caragana is the month 
of July when it should be trimmed 
and the soil cultivated. In the event 
of Caragana thinning at the roots, he 
suggested planting more seed which 
will keep the growth thick at the 
ground. 

Referring to Manitoba maple trees 
lie said it was almost hopeless to ex¬ 
pect them to grow into trees in th s 
country as the climate was too rigor¬ 
ous for the full development of a 
tree. As a bush and windbreak it 
was hard to beat. The time to prune 
this tree is in the month of August 
when the new growth should be nip¬ 
ped to prevent'further . growth just 
before the frosts come. 

The object of the tour of this car, 
which is visiting many towns and 
cities in Western Canada, is to try 
and awaken a new interest" in the 
planting of trees, in vi. w of the losses 
which are occurring fiom time- to 
time from soil drifts and other wind 
damage to crops. The cr.r is sent by 
the Canadian Forestry Association, 
which is a national society Of 11,000 
Canadian citizens, 3,600 of whom are 
resident of the pra rie provinces. 

}n an interview with this paper- 
yesterday, Mr. Mitchell said that at 
least 10 per ednt of the country should 
be under trees to make it fit for hab¬ 
itation. “The planting of strips of 
wood across each quarter ' section, 
running north and south, would go a 
long way toward solving maify of the 
dry farm problems of the west,” said 
Mr. Mitchell. “Even if the growing 
of grasses becomes universal, as - is 
proposed, the trees would be of the 
greatest benefit in retailing the snow 
in the winter and preventing evapora¬ 
tion in the summer, thereby storirg 
a greater supply of moisture for the 
growth of the grass.” 

| Mr. Mitchell went on to sa^ that 
the planting of trees is jjot a difficult 
job; as one man and -one team can 
plant 1,000 tiees in a day, that it 
takes 1,800 trees to cover an acre at 
4x6, which is work for two men for 
one day.. “Two acres in two days 
wouldn’t take much time from the 
wheat planting season,” he remarked. 
“I'sually the farmer neglects plant¬ 
ing trees because he thinks he.can- 
hot spare the time, but the two days 
taken out of the middle of the wheat 
seeding period would not be lost, b it 
would simply be transferred to the 
end and the small amount of damage 
incurred by the change through a 
possible frost is hot woi th consider¬ 
ing compared with the a I vantage to 
be derived in later years from the

TREE PLANTING HINTS 


Merchant-Tajlor 


Vulcan 


fBy Archibald*Mitchell) 

Our choice of trees is very limited 
on the prairie owing to the rigor of 
the climate a-nd especially is this true 
of trees having dense foliage. 

In these, we are practically limited 
to two species, Manitoba maple and 
spruce, so that our prairie plantations 
must of necessity consist very largely 
of these two species. 

Prairie planters, however, demand 
rapid growing trees in order that 
they may have shelter as soon as pos¬ 
sible. • e 

Spruce grows slowly, especially in 
; its young stages and it is difficult for 
the ordinary farmer to grow and costs 
a. good deal to buy, so that we are 
almost confii^d to maple as our shade 
mixture. 

The two best trees we have for rap¬ 
id height growth are Russian poplar 
and sharp leaf willow. Ash and elm 
are quite hardy, as are some of the 
pines, though slow growing, and some 
of each may with advantage be put 
in eveiy plantation. 

Half £he frees should consist of 
naple or spruce.or a judicious mix¬ 
ture of both. In the latter case, the 
abtr of keeping the iJfanches cleared 
away from the tops of the spruce till 
they are large enough to lcok after 
themselves, would add to the cost of 
establishing the plantation. 

The expense attached to growing 
trees is an. important matter. 

The initial cost of anything is nev- 
ei so important as the after-cost, the 
maintainence, and so we have to con¬ 
sider the cost and maintainence of our 
piairie forest belt very carefully. 

As we’have seen, our most valuable 
asset is moisture. This has been pre- 
sci ved for the use of the young plants 
by a summer fallow ine year previous 
to planting and it must be preserved 
by cultivation among the trees as long 
as possible. 

~ _ A single row of trees can be main-, 
tained in this way, but the expense 
will also be indefinite, an<f no farm- 
ei can afford any additional indefin¬ 
ite expense either in time or in money. 

Foliage shades the ground and 
therefore the closer trees are planted 
consistent with economy, the sooner 
the branches will meet and check eva¬ 
poration ami the sooner the work of 
cultivation will be over and the ex¬ 
pense of maintainence be done away 
with. 

"ihe planting width as usually prac¬ 
ticed on the piairie'has been 4 feet by 
4 feet, and in the first few years has 
proved quite satisfactory, but these 
dry years are opening up the question 
of whether 4 by 6 might not have been 
better in a real dry year on the real 
dry prairie. 


At least the trees would have hao 
as much again soil space to draw the 
moisture from. The larger spacing 
would probably require an additional 
year’s cultivation, but it is possible 
this would be more than offset by the 
lessened expense in planting. Our 
data on these matters are veiy mea¬ 
gre, if, indeed, any are available at 
all for the real dry region under con¬ 
sideration.

THE NATIONAL WASTE 

THROUGH LACK OF PAINT 

It is undoubtedly a fact that there 
is more actual money lost in Canada 
every year through deterioration and 
I decay in buildings, due to failure to 
pyotect property properly and pre- 
serve with paint, than accrues from 
losses by fira. * 

When it is remembered that fire 
losses during 1918 amounted to $33,- 
623,000 it will begin to be realized 
what an appalling loss property de¬ 
terioration brings, and the necessity 
of grappling with this problem with¬ 
out delay. 

The property owner who fayls to 
protect his buildings with fire insur- 
ancq is considered very shortsighted, 
and there are few owners who fail to 
pay their bill for fire insurance premi¬ 
ums regularly. When the property 
owner pays for protection against’fire 
he is providing against a possible 
loss, but if he fails to pay for paint¬ 
ing and re-painting his property 
with sufficient frequency to preserve 
it from decay, he fails to protect him- 
| self against certain loss. 

Prof. H. H. King, oif the State Agri 
cultural College of Kansas, in a let¬ 
ter written April 17, 1916, makes this 
statement: 

“The losses ensuing in this state 
through lack of paint are much great¬ 
er than the losses sustained by fire. 
Paint serves more than the mere pur¬ 
pose of lecorating. Its principal val- 
! ue lies in the'fact that it prolongs 
' the life of tne surface that i.s painted. 
! Wood and iron exposed to air undergo 
| a slow process of oxidation^ which 
j just as surely destroys them as 
! though they were set on fire, the dif- 
' ference being the speed at which the 
; reaction comes.” 

Obviously—it is most desirable that 
some definite effort should be made 
1 to bring about a condition in the 
j minds of property owners which will 
insure the application of paint coat¬ 
ings to their buildings with suffici¬ 
ent frequency to protect and pre- 
. serve them indefinitely from the ac¬ 
tion of the elements. 

Property owners should face the 
fact that the first and most import¬ 
ant purpose of paint is to protect and 
preserve, while the decorative feat¬ 
ure, important and desirable as it is, 
nevertheless is secondary.
